Luton 
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Authority set to oppose 
‘forced’ academy scheme

LUTON Borough Council looks set to become 
one of the first to oppose government plans to 
force all schools to become academies. 

The council will hold an extraordinary meet¬ 
ing tomorrow evening to consider whether to 
back a motion from council leader Hazel 
Simmons opposing the draft plans, recently 
unveiled by Chancellor George Osborne and 
Education Secretary Nicky Morgan. 

The motion calls on the government to scrap 
proposals which would aim to force all schools 
to become academies by 2020, or to have 
detailed plans on a conversion by 2022. 

It is proposed legislation which the motion 
says would be ‘damaging’ and could even 
prevent the council ensuring ‘adequate provi¬ 
sion’ for every child in the borough. 

Converting a primary or secondary school 
into an academy would see funding come from 
central government instead of a local authori¬ 
ty, taking schools within Luton outside the 
control of the borough council. 

Councillor Simmons told Luton On Sunday. 
“It’s the forcing of it that is the thrust of the 
motion. 

“At the end of the day if the school chooses to 
go down the route of becoming an academy 
then fine. But it should not be forced upon 
them if it’s not something they want to do.” 

Dave Mingay, assistant secretary of the 
National Union of Teachers (NUT) in Luton, 
welcomed the plans for the council to oppose 
the government’s proposed scheme. 

He said: “Lorcing every school to become an 
academy will not solve the current school 
places crisis that we have in Luton as it will 
leave the council powerless to manage school 


places. Luton NUT urges all councillors to sup¬ 
port the motion.” 

Councillor Simmons also argues that the 
money spent on converting schools into acad¬ 
emies could be ‘better spent’ on staff and 
resources - quoting the cost of achieving acad¬ 
emy status as £44,837 per school. 

Alasdair Smith, national secretary of the Anti 
Academies Alliance, added: “Independent 
studies have shown that is the cost of convert¬ 
ing to academy status. 

“Just think how many school books could be 
bought with that money? Instead it will be 
going to lawyers covering converting costs.” 

But Councillor Michael Garrett, the leader of 
the Conservative Party in Luton, believes that 
the government plans ‘would take the pressure 
off local authorities’. 

He said: “I don’t think local government 
should be involved with education. Becoming 
academies gives power to the school to decide 
their own curriculum, which will be of benefit 
to the children.” 

Although academies are still run on a day-to- 
day basis by a head teacher, they are typically 
overseen by an independent trust. 

Andrew Cooper is the chief executive of the 
Shared Learning Trust, which runs five acade¬ 
mies in Bedfordshire, including The Stockwood 
Park Academy in Luton and The Chalk Hills 
Academy on Leagrave High Street. 

He told this newspaper: “Being a stand-alone 
multi academy trust is something we are very 
proud of, and gain a great deal from. 

“As for the suggestion that all schools across 
the land must become academies, there should 
be a greater focus on investing in teachers and 
staff as an absolute priority, rather than the 
administrative structure in which they are 
working.”

A BULLY who carried out 
a vicious attack on his ex 
partner after she ended 
their relationship has 
been handed an 11-year- 
and-eight-month jail sen¬ 
tence. 

Paul Porter {pictured), a 
trained boxer who ‘knew 
how to use his fists’, 
punched Charmaine 
Gray-Barnes hard in her 


right eye before delivering 
a flurry of blows to her 
head. 

Such was the force of his 
punches he shattered her 
wrist as she tried to pro¬ 
tect herself. 

Porter, of Trident Drive, 
Houghton Regis, sobbed 
in the dock of Luton 
Crown Court when he 
appeared on Friday. 

Porter, 39, pleaded guilty 
to criminal damage at the 
home of his ex as well as a 
charge of causing her 



grievous bodily harm with 
intent. The couple lived 
together for 13 years until 
the relationship broke 
down due to his mood 


swings and drinking. On 
August 5 last year Porter 
forced his way into a bed¬ 
room window of Miss 
Gray-Barnes’ home, dam¬ 
aging the handle. 

Prosecutor Max Hardy 
told how he had then 
returned to her Houghton 
Regis home on September 
8 and attacked her. 

He said: “He punched 
her without warning to 
the right eye, followed by 
hard, fast punches. He has 
a history of boxing, so he 


knew how to use his fists.” 
Judge Lynn Tayton QC 
told Porter, who had been 
held in a secure hospital 
over concerns he might 
harm himself, he had 
‘dominated her life for 13 
years’ and posed a danger 
to his ex and others. 

She also made a Hospital 
Limitation Order, mean¬ 
ing Porter will receive 
treatment at a secure hos¬ 
pital until he is well 
enough to complete his 
sentence in prison.

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Missing suit leaves 
‘Elvis’ all shook up

AN Elvis Presley imperson¬ 
ator has been left with a 
suspicious mind - after 
his iconic suit vanished. 

The bejewelled white num¬ 
ber was taken from the 
Grove Theatre in Dunstable 
after impersonator Lee 
Memphis King performed to 
a sell-out crowd on Friday. 

The suit was made-to- 
measure for the performer 
and was created by Elvis’ 
original jumpsuit designer 
and costs roughly £2,000. 

Mr King said: “We didn’t 
realise it was missing until 
after we got to Oxford the 
day after the show. 

“I felt sick when I realised 
someone must have taken 
it.” 

Mr King’s representative, 
Jill Schoonjans, said: “We 
are, as you can imagine, 
devastated that this would 
happen after a sell out 
concert. Lee’s fans have 
been sharing the story via 
social media and it has 
already reached thousands. 

“I would love to appeal to 
the person responsible to 
anonymously return the suit 
back to the theatre. We are 


also happy to offer a reward 
for the safe return of the suit. 

“We believe that the suit 
went missing sometime 
during the load out or was 
accidentally left behind in 
the secure gated compound 
behind the theatre. 

“From there, it is possible 
that someone picked it up 
because they liked the look 
of the suit carrier it was in - 
or perhaps thought it had 
been abandoned. 

“However, on finding the 
suit inside, I would have 
hoped that a decent person 
would have handed it in to 
the theatre - sadly this does 
not seem to be the case. 

“It would be a very difficult 
item to sell, as it is made to 
measure and therefore, of no 
use to anyone apart from its 
rightful owner.” 

A spokesman for the Grove 
Theatre said they did not 
wish to comment, except to 
say they are currently inves¬ 
tigating the incident. 

Mr King remains cautious¬ 
ly optimistic about the suit 
being recovered, saying: 
“I’m holding out hope that 
whoever has it will end up 
returning it, but as each day 
passes I can’t help but feel it 
is getting more unlikely.”

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Uncertain future 
for engineer staff

A LEADING union has said 
engineering jobs could be 
lost at Luton Airport as part 
of a restructuring process by 
a major firm based in the 
town. 

Unite made the claims after 
Monarch Aircraft 

Engineering Limited (MAEL) 
announced on Tuesday it was 
looking at closing its mainte¬ 
nance hangar in Manchester 
and transferring it to Luton 
and Birmingham. 

The union said 123 jobs at 
Manchester could go, while 
also claiming 13 roles could 
be lost in Luton and ‘several’ 
in Birmingham if the facility 
closes following a consulta¬ 
tion. 

But a spokesman for MAEL 
disputed the numbers, say¬ 
ing only 109 roles were affect¬ 
ed in Manchester, 12 in Luton 
and two in Birmingham. 

He also said they would 
offer alternative roles at dif¬ 
ferent facilities to those who 
would be affected, and added 
they would only choose 
whether to close the hangar 
after consulting with employ¬ 
ees in Manchester and their 
union representatives.

Andy Mackay, the interim 
managing director of MAEL, 
said: “We are fully commit¬ 
ted to retaining talent, skills 
and expertise within our 
business. 

“In the event that redun¬ 
dancies become necessary, 
we will offer alternative roles 
to those affected, with relo¬ 
cation to our other facilities.” 

The proposal follows an 
extensive review of MAEL’s 
UK aircraft engineering 
operations by the specialist 


airline advisory business 
Seabury. Nevertheless, Unite 
leaders branded the move a 
‘severe blow’. 

The union added that it was 
‘disappointing news’ - espe¬ 
cially after Monarch staff had 
accepted a large pay cut 18 
months ago to secure a take¬ 
over deal. 

Oliver Richardson, Unite’s 
national officer for civil air 
transport, added: “It is very 
disappointing and a severe 
blow to our engineering 
members to hear this news 
when they have played their 
part in turning around 
Monarch and making the air¬ 
line the profitable business 
that it is today.” 

Unite regional officer Paul 
Bouch added that the com¬ 
pany had held its first meet¬ 
ing with management on 
Thursday. 

He said: “Unite will be giv¬ 
ing maximum support to our 
engineering members affect¬ 
ed at Monarch in the days 
and weeks to come. 

“We had our first meeting 
with management on 
Thursday, where we were 
pressing very hard to avoid 
compulsory redundancies 
and also for redeployment, 
wherever possible.”

A DIRTY takeaway in Bury 
Park that was ‘coated in 
grease’ has been prosecuted 
- leaving the owner more 
than £5,000 out of pocket. 

Kebabish, in Dunstable 
Road, was inspected by food 
hygiene officers at Luton 
Borough Council and subse¬ 
quently taken to court. 

The inspection, in 
November, found poor stand¬ 
ards of cleaning - despite the 
business having accepted six 
cautions for similar offences 
at a previous inspection. 

The caution was a last 
chance of avoiding prosecu¬ 
tion so when the council 
discovered dirty and 
damaged surfaces and equip¬ 
ment, they took action. 

Inspectors found that walls 
and pipework around the 
cooking appliances were cov¬ 
ered in grease, while there 
were pools of fat with chips 
and kebab meat lying on the 
floor under fryers. 

They also found that food 
containers were dirty, switch¬ 
es and taps were ‘crusty’ to 
touch and shelves in the 
fridge were not clean. 

The inspector also noted 


that the chef was not wearing 
protective clothing, and only 
after he was told three times 
did he put on an apron. 

Owner Mohammed Usman 
Fareed stated that he works 
elsewhere and that the takea¬ 
way is run by another family 
member. 

He added that since the visit 
they have carried out a ‘deep 
clean’, employed a cleaner 
and made improvements. 

Fareed pleaded guilty to five 
hygiene offences at Luton 


Magistrates’ Court on April 6. 

He was ordered to pay fines 
totalling £5,825, plus a £116 
victim surcharge each, as 
well as the council’s costs of 
£436.66. 

Councillor Jacqui Burnett, 
portfolio holder for people 
and places, said: “It is 
inexcusable to ignore simple 
principles of personal hygiene 
such as wearing an apron.

Junior doctor on strike 


THIS week Abu Abioye, a junior 
doctor at Luton Dunstable 
Hospital, tells us why he is 
joining scores of junior doctors 
up and down the country as 
they go on strike over the con¬ 
tract Health Minister Jeremy 
Hunt intends to impose from 
August. 



I AM a junior doctor - some¬ 
one who has graduated from 
five or six years of medical 
school but has not become a 
consultant or GP yet. This 
can take more than 10 
years. 

I am a fully qualified doctor 
and will probably be the one 
who admits you into hospital 
when you are sick, holds 
your mother’s hand as she’s 
given her diagnosis, and 
helps remove the cancer 
that’s plaguing your grandfa¬ 
ther. 

But I have taken the deci¬ 
sion to strike on Tuesday and 
Wednesday with a heavy 
heart. I studied hard at med¬ 
ical school, got my dream 
job, and accepted the fact 
that I would have to work 
hard and make sacrifices. 
What I was not prepared for 
was the government chang¬ 
ing my contract of employ¬ 
ment. 

In summer 2015, Jeremy 
Hunt threatened to impose a 
contract on junior doctors 
that, in my opinion, was 
unsafe and unfair on 
patients. This led to almost 
98% of junior doctors voting 
to strike as a last resort. Mr 
Hunt has now imposed that 
contract and as a result I feel 
I have no other option but to 
stand out in the cold and 
rain protesting a contract 
that demeans doctors and 
puts my patients at risk. 

It is not about pay, it’s 
about safety and fairness. 
The government is going to 
remove the safeguards that 
prevent doctors from being 
overworked, and tired doc¬ 
tors are more likely to make 
mistakes. 

It is really important that 


there are penalties to hospi¬ 
tals that try to cut corners 
and overstretch their staff. 
Patient safety always comes 
first as far as I am con¬ 
cerned. Taking away these 
safeguards could have seri¬ 
ous repercussions. 

Additionally, the new con¬ 
tract pays junior doctors 
13.5% more for normal 
hours, but extends “normal 
hours” to include more hours 
during the day and also 
Saturday. We don’t want to 
be paid more, what we want 
is for Saturdays to be recog¬ 
nised as not being a “nor¬ 
mal” day. 

If more routine operations 
and clinics take place over 
the weekend without money 
being invested in other staff 
(pharmacists, radiographers, 
lab technicians, etc) then 
patients will not get the best 
care. Also, if I am working 
more weekends than I cur¬ 
rently do, then who will look 
after the wards during the 
week? 

This contract has not been 
well thought-out and my 
voice has gone unheard by 
the government, all in the 
name of politics. 

I am a doctor, not a politi¬ 
cian. I love my job and was 
willing to incur debt of more 
than £50,000 and six years 
of relentless studying to get 
to where I am. Imposing this 
new contract has demoral¬ 
ised me and my colleagues. 

As we stand outside the 
hospital next week, trying to 
keep warm and keep our 
spirits up, I hope you will 
take the time to talk to us 
and find out why we are 
fighting for our patients and 
the NHS we love so dearly.

Cleared councillor 
may make return

A FORMER councillor who 
lost his seat in an election 
despite being cleared of 
making derogatory candi¬ 
dates to a political rival has 
said he may consider a return 
to politics if the time is right. 

Yaqub Hanif, a former ward 
councillor for Round Green 
on Luton Borough Council, 
lost his seat in May last year - 
shortly after he was cleared of 
accusing a Conservative rival 


of being ‘a disgrace to Islam’. 

The Labour member still 
gets phone calls to this day 
from people unsure whether 
he was cleared of the com¬ 
ments. 

But Mr Hanif says he bears 
‘no grudge’ against the com¬ 
plainant, saying ‘life was too 
short’ to hold such attitudes. 

He said: “I’m open to return¬ 
ing if the time is right because 
I love my town so much. 

“I still get phone calls from 
people who want to talk about 
it. I don’t want that to be my 
legacy.” 


The Local Assessment Panel 
(subcommittee of Standards 
Committee) met on April 30, 
2015 to consider the com¬ 
plaint, but found Mr Hanif 
had nothing to answer for. 

A council spokesman said: 
“On that occasion the Panel 
rejected the complaint and 
no further action was taken. 
The complainant was 
informed of the decision.” 

The complainant, Basit 
Mahmood - who was stand¬ 
ing to be a councillor - called 
the council’s decision to 
reject the complaint ‘a joke’.

Mill back in action as youth 
charity reveal £3m revamp

A NEW facility for young people has opened 
its doors in the heart of Luton. 

Youthscape moved into Bute Mills, in Bute 
Street, following a £3 million refurbishment 
and had their first event on Friday evening. 

Youthscape tackles a number of issues, aim¬ 
ing to help youngsters with whatever difficul¬ 
ties they face and those running the charity 
feel the new building will allow them to 
expand the work they already do. 

Chris Curtis, who joined Youthscape as its 
first employee in 1993 and is now CEO, has 
seen a lot of changes in his near 23 years at 
the helm. Mr Curtis said: “There’s a huge 
amount of excitement about the place at the 
moment and I’m so happy it’s almost there, 
given the enormity of the task. 

“I think it will be a great facility for the 
community and they’ve been so great in 
helping us get over the line and get this new 
centre up and running. 

“When I first started it was just me and we 
barely had enough money to get through the 
first year, now we have 27 employees and are 
going from strength to strength. 

Bute Mills, which was built in 1911 and has 
had a long and varied history as an industrial 
hub in Luton and was acquired by the charity 
in December 2013, having first appeared as 
an idea in July 2012. 

Mr Curtis said: “I was standing on platform 
one of Luton train station when I noticed the 
building had a 

“Other people were interested in buying the 
property, but we arranged a deal with the 
owner to allow us until December 31 2013 to 
get the £lm we needed together. It was a 
tough ask but we managed it and finalised 
the deal on New Years Eve 2013.” 

The building’s industrial history is a big 
part of Luton and the group are keen to make 
sure that it isn’t forgotten. 

Mr Curtis said: “We’re very aware of the 
industrial history of the building. 

“It’s been a steam mill, a fertiliser plant and 
was even briefly a hat factory. 

“It’s something we’re keen to preserve and 
have murals on the bathroom walls depicting 
stories from the building’s history.” 



The new facility will be a base for 
the charity, but will also have recrea¬ 
tion spaces, a conference centre, a 
gallery and a training room, to help 
prepare future youth workers to carry 
on their work. 

The group currently engages with 
between 6,000 and 8,000 kids a year 
and works closely with around 400. 

They also act as a national training 
centre for teachers and youth work¬ 
ers, having trained just under 5,000 
people since they started that 
scheme. 

On what he hopes Bute Mills will be 
able to offer in terms of services, Mr 
Curtis said: “Three words cover our 
aims for services we aim to and feel 
we will be able to provide now as a 
result of our new facility: more, better 
and different. 

“We can do more because of the 
increased space, we have better facili¬ 
ties than before and we also want to 
expand what we do. 

“We’ve got a number of dedicated 
areas for young people to use and 
we’ve tried to make it a more homely 
environment, instead of a sterile 
youth centre like environment.”

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Prison ‘inevitable’ 
for club brawler

A CLUBBER who punched 
another man who had been 
flirting with his girlfriend in 
a nightclub has been 
convicted of manslaughter. 

Tomas Juska was ‘poleaxed’ 
by the blow, hitting his head 
on the ground as he 
collapsed, causing a lethal 
brain injury. 

Cortney Batchelor was 
found guilty by a jury at 
Luton Crown Court on 
Monday, by a unanimous 
verdict. 

Judge Richard Foster told 
him: “A custodial sentence is 
inevitable,” but granted him 
bail with conditions until he 
is sentenced in about four 
weeks’ time. 

Mr Juska, 24, from 
Lithuania, who worked for 
Amazon, died the day after 
the assault outside Club 
Cookies, near The Grove 
Theatre, Luton Crown Court 
was told. 

Batchelor, now 22, of Paisley 
Close, Luton, pleaded not 
guilty to manslaughter, 
saying he acted in self- 
defence. 

Prosecutor Michael Speak 



said Mr Juska and work 
colleagues were having a 
night out in the club on 
Sunday, August 23 last year. 

Batchelor, who did not 
know Mr Juska, was also in 
the club with friends while 
his new girlfriend was work¬ 
ing behind the bar. 

The prosecutor said: “Mr 
Juska took an interest in the 
barmaid and flirted with her. 

“It seems Mr Batchelor was 
nearby and noticed he was 
paying attention to her. 


“He took exception and did 
not want Mr Juska flirting 
with his girlfriend. It annoyed 
him,” he claimed. 

At about 3.15am Batchelor 
left and Mr Juska was also 
outside. 

Giving evidence Batchelor 
said that outside the club the 
other man showed aggres¬ 
sion and was challenging 
him and he thought he was 
going to be hit, so he punched 
him first as a pre-emptive 
strike.

TS Eliot is one of poetry’s 
biggest hitters who’s had a huge 
cultural impact. His Old 
Possum’s Book of Practical Cats 
inspired mega musical Cats, the 
TS Eliot Prize is Britain’s 
biggest poetry competition and a 
few years back, Eliot topped an 
online BBC poll to find the 
Nation’s Favourite Poet. 

US-born Thomas Stearns Eliot 
settled here in 1915 and worked 
as a schoolteacher before joining 
the publishers Faber and Faber 
where he promoted home-grown 
poets including W.H. Auden, 
Stephen Spender and Ted 
Hughes. 

His notoriously unhappy first 
marriage to Vivien Haigh-Wood 
was said to have inspired The 
Waste Land, one of the 20th 
century’s greatest poems. After 
her death, Eliot moved to 
Kensington Court Gardens in 
1957 with second wife Valerie 
Fletcher, a secretary at Faber 
and Faber. 

The marriage was criticised 
not only because it was kept a 


secret from everyone but her 
parents, but at the time Eliot was 
68 and his bride only 30. A heavy 
smoker, Eliot lived in the 
building until he died in 1965, 
where his widow remained until 
her death in 2012. 

On the market for £5.75m, the

door. Although boasting a grand 
formal reception room with 
ornate fireplace, along with an 
informal reception room and 
bedrooms with high ceilings and 
large windows, it could do with a 
complete overhaul.

DURING the 1980s Ronnie Lane, 
bass player and founding 
member of the 1960s super band 
Small Faces, developed multiple 
sclerosis. But despite being 
broke and unable to earn a 
living, his celebrity pals rallied 
around him. 

In 1983 Eric Clapton, Jeff 
Beck, Jimmy Page and members 
of the Rolling Stones got 
together to hold special charity 
concerts. And in 1996 an album, 
A Tribute to the Small Faces: 
Long Agos and Worlds Apart, 
featuring Paul Weller, Primal 
Scream, the Buzzcocks and 
Ocean Colour Scene raised 
£50,000 for Lane. However, he 
ended up living in poverty in 
Texas and died a year later aged 
51. 

Lane wrote classic hits 
including Lazy Sunday and 
Itchycoo Park. He went on to 
form the Faces, belting out the 
hit Stay With Me with Rod 
Stewart. 

After moving to a farm on the 


Welsh borders, Lane enjoyed 
visits from his rock and roll 
friends, and locals remember 
impromptu performances in 
pubs with Eric Clapton, Keith 
Richards, Mick Jagger and Bill 
Wyman. There are also stories of 
Elton John and Lemmy from 
Motorhead travelling down to 
use Lane’s recording studio. 

His 1976 album One For The 
Road featured a panoramic 
photograph of his house which, 
although now looking somewhat 


different to the picture, is up for 
sale at £350,000 and needs a 
makeover.

Toyota Avensis 

Take a look inside... 


The Toyota Avensis gets another 
facelift, but this time the effects 
go deeper than superficial styling 
updates. 

The engines have been upgrad¬ 
ed, the suspension and steering 
improved and there’s a redesign 
for the interior. It cements the 
Avensis’ position as one of the 
classiest cars in its sector. 

As you probably guessed, 
the engine changes haven’t 
focused on making the Avensis 
more dynamic or exciting to 
drive, instead concentrating on 
improving efficiency. The engine 
range comprises 1.6 and 2.0-litre 
diesels and the petrol options 
range from 1.6 to 2.0-litres. 

The suspension basics remain 
much the same, with a MacPher- 
son strut up front and slick 
double wishbones at the back, 
but both have been tweaked to 
improve ride and handling. 

Steering feel and responsive¬ 
ness have been improved by 
the use of a new intermediate 
shaft, a revised anti-roll bar and 
an increase in body shell rigidity 
through the use of a powerful 
urethane to bond the wind¬ 
screen. 

Toyota has also put more 
sound insulation into the Aven¬ 
sis, as well as fitting thicker 
rubber seals. The air con 


has even been made quieter. 

The cabin has been treated 
to some brightening up, with 
updated trim finishes and colour 
schemes. Toyota hasn’t done 
things by halves here, with a 
redesigned instrument binnacle, 
the tacho and speedo being 
separated by a 4.2-inch colour 
TFT screen on some models. 

The steering wheel, gear lever 
and switchgear have also been 
updated. Better consistency 
of typefaces and lighting are 
complemented by satin chrome 
highlights. 

By improving efficiency and 
incorporating some seriously 
impressive technology, Toyota 
has forced the Avensis back into 
class contention. 

When you have a car efficient 
enough to be able to put tax 
benefit-in-kind cash back in 
your pay packet and one clever 
enough to enable you to email, 
tweet and text on the move, you 
have one that’s going to endear 
itself to plenty of people. 

Could it be more exciting, both 
to look at and to drive? Well 
probably, but you can see why 
Toyota weren’t keen to go too 
far and upset the legions of 
customers attracted by the 
sensible charms of previous 
models.

A DISAPPOINTED Nathan Jones con¬ 
fessed that conceding late to draw 1-1 
with struggling Newport County was 
symptomatic of Luton’s home form 
this season. 

Jack Marriott looked to have won it for 
Town with an 81st minute opener after 
coming off the bench, but Souleymane 
Coulibaly headed the Welsh side level 
with two minutes remaining to finally 
make it mathematically impossible for 
the Hatters to reach the League Two 
play-offs. 

Manager Jones said: “I’m disappoint¬ 
ed, if I’m honest. I’m a little frustrated 
as well. It’s one of those things that 
have been symptomatic, a little bit, of 
our home form, our home points tally. 

“I’m disappointed with the overall 
performance. I thought we were poor 
in the first half, we were lacklustre, 
didn’t come out of the traps, didn’t 
press, didn’t impose ourselves and it 
was a bit of a non-event for us. 

“We had three or four opportunities 
in the first half where we could have 
scored, good chances, but we didn’t.” 

So unimpressed was the manager 
that he made an early first half substi¬ 
tution, replacing Alex Lawless with 
Cameron McGeehan, with the former 


reacting angrily and punching the 
dugout wall. 

“I would be frustrated if I was him,” 
said Jones, adding: “If he feels I was 
wrong to take him off then he can come 
and see me and I’ll watch the DVD with 
him because I don’t think I was unjust 
in taking him off because we started 
poorly. 

“I could have taken off three of four if 
I’d had a fantasy football wildcard I 
could have changed a few because we 
just didn’t start well. I wasn’t prepared 
to get hit with a sucker punch early on, 
like has happened here against 
Crawley. 

“It was harsh on Alex because a few of 
them could have [come off]. I didn’t 
want to embarrass the kid or anything, 
but I needed to make a change. I 
thought Cameron was good when he 
came on. He provided that spark, that 
energy. It’s just unfortunate, really. 

“Maybe that’s a learning curve for 
me, because they’ve done brilliantly. 
We’ve kept the same side that had done 
brilliant [for three games], but we’ve 
got a squad here that we maybe should 
have used to freshen it up, but we 
didn’t.” 

Luton were much improved after the 
break but Jones was still left to lament 
what could have been.

LUTON TOWN 1 

NEWPORT COUNTY 1 

THE Nobel Prize-winning Austrian 
physicist Erwin Schrodinger’s 
probably hadn’t heard of Luton 
Town Football Club when he came 
up with his most debated idea to 
explain the dual nature of quantum 
mechanics - but like his fictional 
feline the Hatters proved they are 
simultaneously dead and alive at 
the same time. 

After this 1-1 League Two draw 
with struggling Newport this 2016 
vintage are, if nothing else, a thought 
experiment of their own, boxed in, 
like Schrodinger’s cat, to two sepa¬ 
rate states of being simultaneously. 

What does that mind-boggling 
hypothetical theory - in which a 
moggy is placed a box with some 
poison, a hammer and a 50-50 
chance of it surviving and now way 
of knowing until the container is 
opened - have to do with a football 
match? 

Well, if you squint hard enough, all 
of this preamble serves to loosely 
highlight the current paradoxical 
conundrum of Luton Town Football 
Club. 

This result - in which Jack 
Marriott’s 81st minute header was 
cancelled out by a late Souleymane 
Coulibaly equaliser - confirmed 
struggling Newport’s fourth-tier 
survival while hammering a final 


nail in the coffin as far as the Hatters 
extending their campaign. 

And, though this has been appar¬ 
ent for some weeks, this result - and 
a performance unconvincing in the 
first half and dominant in the sec¬ 
ond - did confirm that this season is 
dead. 

But at the same time, on the whole, 
since boss Nathan Jones took the 
helm, the possibilities are very much 
alive. 

Admittedly, the evidence here was 
more string theory that hard, irrefu¬ 
table proof as they struggled to rep¬ 
licate their two previous promising 
performances on the road. 

But the green shoots of revival have 
been emerging and the hope now is 
that Jones can tease them to full 
bloom next season. 

There’s plenty for him to ponder, 
not least which personnel will see 
Luton push-on. 

Pelly Ruddock Mpanzu is one of his 
flock whose contract expires in the 
close season. Though he had one of 
his more frustration-inducing for¬ 
ays, he and Joe Pigott were notably 
denied by superb Joe Day stops. 

Yet, in the last few weeks, the mid¬ 
fielder must have played himself to a 
new deal with hints and occasional 
full-colour illustrations of the all¬ 
action dynamo that Luton fans have 
demanded of him but too seldom 
seen. 

With one, long-awaited goal last 
week - and two more since - Pigott 
has turned from a Bambi-on-ice 
catastrophe, destined to be sent 
back to parent club Charlton in the 
summer, to a striker worth serious 
consideration for a transfer raid. 


The 22-year-old was a lick of paint 
away from his fourth Town goal and 
unlucky not to notch a fifth and 
maybe even sixth in three games. 

Alan Sheehan and Glen Rea are 
two more loan men that could be 
promising - if permanently assigned 
to this parish - as a centre half pair¬ 
ing that can play out from the back. 

And, of course, Marriott’s poach¬ 
er’s goal after coming off the bench, 
was his 14th of the season. 

The cat is very much out of the bag 
- or box - that his first full Football 
League campaign has been a roar¬ 
ing personal success. 

So too has Town’s youth ranks as 
the under-18s this week added the 


Youth Alliance League Cup to their 
league title and a wonderful run to 
the FA Youth Cup quarter final - a 
19-year best - while a new stadium 
appears increasingly possible and 
exceedingly exciting. 

So, it doesn’t take a quantum leap 
to theorise that if Town can tie 
together all of these things and 
maybe a few elements of dark matter 
then they can really start next sea¬ 
son alive and kicking - a big bang 
even.
